| Nitrate Was on Way From Chile to

| NEW YORK, July 7.—The German 
‘Bailing ship Indra began to discharge 
here today a cargo of nitrate from 
Chile valued at $1,000,000. She~arrived 
with the cargo in September, 1914. It 
was worth only $125,000 then, but the 
demand for the chemical for the manu- 
facture of explosives has greatly in- 
creased its price since then. The re- 
sult is that while lying in this port 
for nearly two years the value of the 
cargo has increased by $875,000. 

The Indra was bound from a Chilean 
port to Dunkirk, France, ‘when the Eu- 
ropean War began.

Consignees of the cargo 
began litigation to compel him to carry 
it to Dunkirk, but he declined to take 
his ship to sea where she might be 
captured by British or French war- 
ships.

JOSEPH RAMSEY JR. 
FORMER PRESIDENT 
OF WABASH. DIES 


EAST ORANGE, N. J., July 7.—Joseph 
Ramsey Jr., former president of the 
Wabash Railroad and at one time gen- 
eral manager of the St. Louis Terminal 
Association, died at his home here early 
today, from apoplexy. 


Ramsey was 66 years old, and began 
his railroad career as a levelman for 
the Pennsylvania. He became chief en- 
gineer for the'C., H. & D., and later 
general manager of the Big Four. From 
1893 to 1895 he headed the Terminal As- 
sociation in St. Louis, and he then be- 
came vice president of the Wabash, 
from which position he rose to that of 
president, his term being from 1991 to 
1906. It was in this time that the Wa- 
bash made its fight, famous in the his- 
tory of railroading, for an entrance into 
Pittsburg. f 

The Wabash got into Pittsburg, but 
the victory was a costly one and proved 
fruitless, as the road never succeeded 
in getting its expected share of the 
business from that city. The Pittsburg 
line of the Wabash now appears on the 
maps as the Wheeling & Lake Erie. Fol- 
lowing this incident, Ramsey disagreed 
with George Gould, who controlled: the 
Wabash, and retired as president. 

He removed from St. Louis to New 
York, and promoted the building of the 
Lorain, Ashland & Southern, of which 
he was president at the time of his 
death.

The Germans at the safe time launched 
heavy attacks on our new trenches 
in the vicinity of the Ancre and north 
of Fricourt, with the result that vio- 
lent fighting is now in progress along 
the whole front between the Ancre 
and Montauban. 

“Up to the present several important 
tactical successes have been gained by | 
our infantry in the vicinity of Ovil- 
lere, La Boisselle and Centalmaison, 
but northwest of Thiepval the enemy 
succeeded temporarily in regaining two 
or three hundred yards of lost ground.” 

The operations last night before the 
resumption of the offensive reported in 
the foregoing statement are described 
in an earlier official communication, as 
follows: 

‘Last night the enemy heavily bom- 

barded our new positions at Bernaffay 
and Montauban, and near La Boisselle, 
using, in some places, lachrymatory 
shells. Eastward of La Boisselle, aft- 
er severe fighting in which the enemy 
suffered heavy casualties, we captured 
another trench on a front of 1000 yarda, 
where we are now firmly established. 
“Southwest of Thiepval a determined 
attack on our new lines was complete- 
ly crushed. 
“The enemy’s artillery was particu- 
larly active in the Lees salient, and op- 
posite Hulluch. Our artillery shelled 
the enemy's communication § trenches 
and billets at various places.” 

Quiet in French Sector, 
Today's statement from the Paris War

‘The night passed quietly on both 
sides of the Somme River. 

‘On the left bank of the Meuse there 
was intermitten bombardment last night 
while on the right bank the artillery 
fighting became more violent in the 
vicinity of the Thiaumont Work and 
in the sectors of Fleury and Chenois.

STORIES OF WOUNDED 


Baltimore Doctor Relates His 
Experiences Close to the 
Firing Line.

PARIS, July 7.—How the French 
guarded against the Germans hiding in 
dugouts until the charging columns had 
advanced beyond the first line positions 
and then emerging and taking them in 
the rear by machine gun fire, as they 
did with the British, was told to mé 
by a slightly wounded “‘poilu” in a hos- 
pital near here. 

“Our stotfming columns were followed 
closely by waves of additional soldiers, 
who merely occupied ,the positions cap- 
tured,”’ he said. ‘After cleaning up a 
German trench we always left enough 
men to hold it, manning the Germans’ 
machine guns, and liberally provided 
them with hand grenades. We even 
placed men in all the small circular 
redoubts constructed by the Germans 
between the first and second trench 
lines. Thus we were always ready 
when the Germans attempted to sally 
forth to attack from the rear. 

“My Lieutenant discovered a Prus- 
sian officer in a dugout, a telephone 
strapped to his ears and ready to press 
an electric switch when our supporting 
column advancing in dense formation 
behind the charging units passed over a 
subterranean mine. 

Mine Disaster Averted. 

The Lieutenant shot the Prussian and 
seized the telephone receiver in time to 
hear the word, ‘fire’ in German.’ A min- 
ute later the mine would have been ex- 
ploded, engulfing our men.’’ 

Another wounded man I interviewed 
was a Liaison bicyclist, a messenger 
whose duty it was to ride between the 
British and French forces in the newly 
won territory before the telephones had 
been installed. 

“It wasn’t such dangerous work after 
dark as far as bullets were concerned,” 
he said, ‘‘but shell holes were danger- 
ous for a bicycle and shrapnels splint- 
ers are mighty hard on tires. It was 
useless to try to follow the roads, as 
the bombardment had torn up the 
ground everywhere so I cut across a 
field to the Somme, crossing on a pon- 
toon bridge the French had already 
built. 

“Starting toward the British position 
at La Boisselle I rode plump into a big 
crater formed by the explosion of one 
of our newest heavy guns. The hole 
was full of Germans, who evidently 
were falling back from Curlu, when a 
French artillery observer spotted them 
and dropped a shell squarely among 
them. 

“A few were alive, but desperately 
wounded. Nevertheless, two revolver 
shots were fired at me after I passed 
them.’’ 

Raltimore Doctor's Story, 

A Baltimore doctor, transferred tem- 
porarily from the American ambulance 
for emergency work at the chief French 
field hospital, returned today. 

“IT handled more German wounded 
than French during the first three 
days,”’ he said. ‘and all the other sur- 
geons I talked with said the same. The 
German wounded were divided roughly 
into two classes, those with head 
wounds and those suffering nervous 
breakdowns. Of course, practically all 
the victims of the French bombardment 
were killed outright, and all showing 
fight when the French charged were 
bayonetted and killed. 

“The French machine gun fire pro- 
tecting the advancing infantry was par- 
ticularly deadly to the Germans. Nat- 
urally, most of the French wounded 
suffered machine gun and rifle bullets in 
the legs, as the Germans tried to break 
up their charges. 

“A bullet in the leg is a small matter 
nowadays. Electric magnets draw them 
out immediately. That's why I say 
— “‘poilus’’ were only slightly wound- 
ed. 
we menm FE 16f¢ o-eun village last night a 
fresh batch of German prisoners passed 
through. The guards told me these cap- 
tives were nearly dead from lack of 


water, besides starving and only the 
torrential rain yesterday kept them 
alive, 


“The French barrier fire absolutely 
prevented supplies reaching them or 
them retreating. All they could do 
was crouch in their dugouts and hope 
a shell would not find them.” ’ 


French Hold 15 Towns. 
How well Gen. Foch laid his plans 


for the thrust is evidenced by the fact 
that not a single village or position cap- 
tured by the French has been retaken 
by the Germans. The French hold all 
lo towns they entered. That Foch 
knew just what he was doing before 
the attack began is shown by the order 
that all the advancing troops need carry 
no knapsacks."’ 

The charging columns carried only 
rifles, ammunition and grenades. Un- 
encumbered by their 30 pounds of haver- 
sacks and knapsacks the infantry darted 
forward more quickly than ever before 


and the supporting troops afterward 
brought up thelr packs, rations and 
canteens. 


That the Germahs tn the neighborhood 
of Flaucourt kept the youths of the 
1916 and even the 1917 classes in the 
firing trenches, while hardened veterans 
of between % and 30 years held the 
safer support trenches to the rear, was 
testimony of a young Colonial Captain 
whose tunic is adorned with the Legion 
o* Honor and the War Cross. 

“When we charged over the shell 
pitted ground against the first trenches 
of the Germans’ second line,” he said, 
“we thought they might be deserted, for 
not a single sound came from them. So 
often entering the trenches we were 
surprised to find a whole company of

BERLIN, July 5., via London, July 
7.—With terrific battles raging on the 
fronts east and west, an internal con- 
flict is raging beneath the surface to 
force the Government to resume rigor- 
ous submarine war against England. 
The Government appears to be standing 
firm against the oppositional agencies 
at work. The agitation, which had been 
held below the surface of public dis- 
cussion by the firm hand of the Chan- 
cellor, is again cropping out here and 
there. 

As a symptom of this, Count Revent- 
low, in a characteristically aggressive 
editorial in The Deutshes Tages Zei- 
tung this evening makes the United 
States responsible not only for the 
duration and continuation of the war 
through American ammunition, but 
tells the German people they can thank 
America for the present food situation 
of Germany and the privation that some 
may be suffering, and all because on 
the one hand of its one-sided attitude 
toward Germany, on the other compla- 
cency at everything Great Britan does. 
He says: 

“It is our opinion that the thoughts 
and will power of the German people 
should be directed to the fact that it 
is the work of the United States if 
German blood continues to be shed. It 
ig no exaggeration to say that the war 
would long ago have been ended but 
for American ammunition deliveries. 


Poison Shells From U. §. 
“The United States not only has not 


let itself be diverted from this busi- 
ness, but apparently has been able to 
deliver on the French and Ex-glish front 
the poison shells mentioned in these 
columns, and, on the other hand, with- 
out having at their disposal any effec- 
tive war measures against us, have, ac- 
cording to Wilson's immortal words, 
knocked down the German submarine 
commerce, destroying warfare in all 
matters where America is interested. 
Since then there reigns in England 
cheerful confidence and economicai re- 
lief.’”’ 

Reventlow then draws a contrast be- 
tween the vast quantities of freights 
and imports to Enyland since the aban- 
donment of submarinism and the anger 
and energy with which the public in 
Germany is seeking the cause for con- 
ditions prevailing, which Reventlow de- 
clares can only be found externally. 

“All circles of the German people 
should be brought permanently to a 
realization that if they are now suffer- 
ing privations Great Britain is the 
cause; not only Great Britain, but the 
United States of America. Shall wea 
not take these possibilities away froin 
these two?” asks Reventlow. 


Enemy Abundantly Supplied. 
“We have acknowledged to America 


and Great Britain the ‘freedom of the 
sea,’ in consequence of which our ene- 
mies are abundantly supplied with am- 
munition and other war materials, with 
foodstuffs and raw materials, and with 
everything they wish. Today we read 
that negotiations are on between En- 
gland and America for a new loan. 

“Through this ‘freedom of the seas’ 
for our opponents they are safe against 
any danger or threat to their commerce 
from the bad submarine war. But on

The 
physicians, it was explained, could 
check only those patients who show 
actual signs of the disease, and these 
for the most part have been reported 
to the Health Department and com- 
pelled to go to hospitals. 


As the usual period between infection 
and showing of fliness is five days, the 
presence of a physician would not be 
effective in preventing the passage of 
a child who might subsequently be- 
come ill. 


As another instance of the alarm 
throughout the city, the Commissioner 
said the 87 telephone wires leading into 
the health offices are being kept con- 
stantly busy by persons calling up for 
information or advice. The Franklin 
Exchange reported that in a aingle hour 
yesterday it turned away 280 calls for 
the department, because the wires were 
busy. 

Dr. Simon Flexner, as the result of 
his researches, has decided that the 
carriers of the disease are divided into 
four classes—the frankly ill, the slight- 
ly ill, healthy persons who have come 
in contact with the disease, and chron- 
ic carriers. 


Persons Chief Carriers. 

“It can now be affirmed,”’ says Dr. 
Flexner, “that epidemic poliomyelitia is 
one of the diseases in which there are 
both healthy and chronic carriers of the 
microbic agent of infection. The healthy 
carriers are persons who have been in 
intimate contact with ones who have 
been acutely ill. The chronic carriers 
are persons who have recovered from 
an acute attack, but In whom at the ex- 
piration of several months the virus re- 
mains. These two classes of chronic 
carriers add materially to the posstbili- 
ty of wide dissemination of the virus. 
“Hence the measure which we seek to 
put into effect against the introduction 
and spread of poliomyelitis should be 
based on the conception of the personal 
carrier as paramount and not on the 
notion of Insect carriers." 

“By experiments with animals, epil- 
demiologista have succeeded fn identify- 
ing carriers of many other diseases, and 
it is hoped that before the close of the 
present epidemic the score of doctors 
working on the problem will have suc-

Documentary ‘Evidence Is Intro- 
duced at Final Session Before 
Rebuttal Begins. 


WAUKEGAN, Il, July 7.—The de- 
fense, after introducing documentary 
evidence, rested today in the case of 
William H. Orpet, the college student 
charged with the murder of Marion 
Lambert. 


The evidence offered was a copy of 
the. Wisconsin statute governing the 
sale of poison. 

Attorney David R. Joslyn of the 
prosecution said that he wanted 
Orpet called for further cross-exami- 
nation with regard to Celestia 
Youker, the young woman to whom 
he was reported engaged. 

Attorney James H. Wilkerson and 
Ralph F. Potter of the defense, ob-

Miss Mason, called by the defense, had 
testified that she learned from her 
mother that Orpet was engaged to mar- 
ry Celestia and that two or three days 
before Marion’s death last February, as 
she and Marion were looking out of a 
she told her unsus- 
pecting friend the news. Both noted, at 
the time, an old and crippled woman 
fighting her way through the snow. Ac- 
cording to Dorothy, Marion received the 
news of Orpet’s engagement with the 
comment: 

‘Do you know what I think. Some- 
times I think that life isn’t worth liv- 
ing.”’ 

On cross- tamination at that time At- 
torney Joslyn attempted to get the wit- 
ness to admit that she had not given 
the quotation in full and that Marion 
had continued ‘‘for a decrepit old wom- 
an like that.’’: 

She denied that H. J. Carlin, an in- 
vestigator for the defense, had advised 
her that the conclusion of the comment 
on Marion’s remark was of no impor- 
tance. 


Present at Interview. 
Mrs. Youker testified that she was 


present at he interview between Carlin 
and Miss Mason and that the latter at 
that time gave the quotation in full con- 
cluding with mention of the old woman. 

“Mr. Carlin,’’ went on the witness, 
“told her she could elaborate on the 
first part but that she could treat the 
last part as unimportant.’’ 

On cross examination the witness ad- 
mitted that she acted with counsel for 
the State in an attempt to obtain dam- 
aging admissions from Orpet. 

The familiar green cloak worn by Ma- 
rion Lambert with the three powder 
spots on it was again brought out as 
Frank N. Blakeslee, the court stenog- 
repher, took the stand. 

“I saw the coat and the spots Feb. 
13," said he. This was to rebut defense 
testimony that the spots could not have 
appeared on the garment for two months 
after Marion’s death, Feb. 9. 

Dr. W. J. McNally, as a defense wit- 
ness yesterday, reversed the testimony 
which he gave three weeks ago for the 
State. The prosecution had relied upon 
his testimony and that of Dr. Relph 
Webster, both chemists, to convirce the 
jury that Marion died of cyanide of ro- 
tessium in solution. Both had testified 
to this as a fact, but Dr. McNally yves- 
terday, having conducted further ex- 
periments, swore positively that nis first 
testimony was erroneous and thai the 
powdered poison caused her death. Dr. 
Webster was said to be in Wisconsin on 
a fishing expedition. 


Allenist on Stand. 
Another important witness was Dr. W. 


O. Krohn, an alienist, who testifie1 that 
Marion was of a hysterical type, wit! 
a tendency toward suicide and that Or- 
pet's ‘“‘brain fog’’ upon suddeniy ‘fina- 
ing Marion dead was to be expected ‘n 
a young man of his temperamen:. 

Another important point brought out 
was that the so-called cyanide of potas- 
sium which was in the greenhouse 9ver 
which Orpet’s father had charge, wis 
in reality cyanide of sodium. A'! of the 
chemists examined agreed on this, and 
that it contained only a trace—less than 
1 per cent—of cyanide of potassium. 

Nearly four grains of cyanide of po- 
tassium were found in Marion’s stom- 
ach. Dr. Minor testified that Maricn 
would have had to take 2 pound and a 
half of the dry cyanide of sodium from 
the greenhouse to have gotte. that 
much cyanide of potassium into her 
stomach. As a solution, he said, she 
would have had to drink about three 
quarts. The State has contende.l all 
along that young Orpet obtaine! che 
poison from the greenhouse and carried 
a solution of it to Marion in a two-oun-ce 
bottle.

ARE EXPECTED 10 
SEEK DISCHARGES 


About 2000 Likely to Take Ad- 
vantage of Relief for Those 
With Dependents. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July %7.—Officials of 
the War Department do not expect 
more than 2000 soldiers to take ad- 
vantage of Secretary Baker’s order is- 
sued yesterday, instructing commanders 
of departments to discharge men with 
dependent families from the national 
guard. This order is the result of a bat- 
tery of letters to the War Department 
pleading for the release of husbands 
whose wives and families are being left 
in straightened circumstances as a re- 
sult of the mobilization. 

How many men will be affected by 
the order is a matter of conjecture, as 
only those who apply for their release 
and submit evidence of dependence will 
be discharged. 

When asked whether the regulation 
would make it possible for wives and 
dependent families to petition for the 
release of the guardsmen to whom they 
looked for support, War Department 
officials said: ‘“‘It will be necessary for 
the soldier to file his own petition and 
no soldier will be discharged unless he 
expresses a desire.”’ 

Officers who drew up the order said 
that it was so framed that it could in- 
clude those men who have left at home 
aged parents and minor children de- 
pendent on them, and whose remaining 
on the border any length of time will 
work an unkearable hardship on these 
dependents.

The committee 
hopes to obtain the required number of 
signers, which is 5 per cent of the total 
vote at the last municipal election, by 
next Monday. 

The canvass for signatures was start- 
ed last Saturday. Since then 400 peti- 
tions have been sent out. Each peti- 
tion requires 50 signers. This work is 
under the supervision of the committee, 
which took over the campaign after the 
movement was started by the Civic 
League. 

Petitions are being circulated in three 
ways: Paid canvassers, experienced in 


election work, have been employed. They 
are working in the downtown district, 
visiting offices. Volunteers, members 
of the committee and others interested 
in the change, are also making rounds, 
while two men have been detailed to 
visit the heads of large business estab- 
lishments to interest thern in obta'ning 
the signatures of employes. 

The petitions are being received at 
the office of the Civic League, and at 
the office of Benjamin A. Wood, secre- 
tary of the committee, in the Rialto 
Building. 

The nonpartisan plan contemplates 
abolishing party primaries and provides 
that any group of citizens to the num- 
ber of 2 per cent of the voters can 
nominate by petitions. It prohibits all 
party names on ballots on city elec- 
tions and provides for the election of 
Mayor, Comptroller and President of 
the Board of Aldermen by a majority 
instead of a plurality vote. 

The object of the petition is to get 
wider representation from the differ- 
ent bodies of the people. Under the 
list system, provided for in the non- 
partisan petition, different bodies of men 
getting together can force the names of 
desirable candidates on the ballot and 
get representation according to the size 
of the vote cast.

Cleveland Promoters Wanted 
Road’s Facilities in That 
City in General Scheme.

CLEVELAND, O., July 7.—The spec- 
tacular operations of O. P. and M. J. 
Van Sweringen, Cleveland terminal 
builders, reached a new climax today 
when it was announced from the head- 
quarters of the New York Central Rail- 
road in New York that the Cleveland 
promotérs had purchased the holdings 
of the Central in the Nickel Plate Rall- 
road for $8,500,000. 

The plans of the Van Sweringen syn- 
dicate have not been announced, but 
one of its financial associates admitted 
that the Nickel Plate had been pur- 
chased because its local terminal fa- 
,cilities were wanted to form an integral 
part of a comprehensive terminal scheme 
that the Cleveland promoters have been 
steadily evolving over a period of the 
paat half dozen years. 

It is understood in the financial dis- 
trict that a Cleveland and New York 
banking syndicate is in process of 
formation to take over all of the Van 
Sweringen realty and railroad terminal 
properties. It will be one of the larg- 
est syndicates ever formed in this city. 
Those associated with the transaction 
state with emphasis that while the deal 
is so large that Eastern capital will be 
interested, the New York Central will 
have no interest whatever in the termi- 
nal project.

NEW YORK WANTS 
$4,000,000 FROM 
THE GREEN ESTATE 


To Fight Probate of Will in Ver- 
mont, Where Direct Lega- 
cies Are Exempt. 


TO BE NO APPRAISAL 


If Empire State Wins Contention 
Public Valuation Will 
Be Made. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 7.—The State of 
New York will fight the probate of Mrs. 
Hetty Green's will in Vermont and de- 
mand an inheritance tax of $4,000,000 to 
$6,000,000 on the $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 
estimated value of the estate. 

If the State of New York does not 
get this money no other state will, be- 
cause, under the inheritance tax law of 
Vermont, no tax is imposed on prop 
erty willed by parents to children. 

All but about $25,000,000 of Mrs. Green’s 
fortune was willed direct to her chil- 
dren, Col. E. H. R. Green and Mrs. 
Matthew Astor Wilks, and all that 
Vermont will get out of the vast estate 
is five per cent of the outside legacies, 
the total inheritance tax amounting tu 
approximately $1250. 

Basis of. New York Claim. 

New York will base its figures on 
these clauses in its inheritance law: 

“Every person shall be deemed to 
have died a resident and not a non- 
resident of the State of New York if, 
and when, such person shall have dwelt 
or shall have lodged in this State dur- 
ing and for the greater part of any 
period of 12 consecutive months in the 
24 months next preceding his or her 
death. 

“The burden of proof in a transfer tax 
proceedings shall be upon those claim- 
ing exemption by reason of the allege 
nonresidence of the deceased. 

Charles W. Pierson of the law firm of 
Alexander & Green, who accompanied 
Col, Green and his sister to Mrs. Green's 
funeral at Bellows Falls and filed the 
application for probate of Mrs. Green's 
will, said yesterday on his return: 

‘*There is no question from our point 
of view as to where Mrs. Green had 
her legal residence. It was at Bellows 
Falls. She lived there continuously 
many years. Her children were brought 
up there.

Eatate to Be Kept Secret, 
Pierson also said Col. Green and Mrs. 


Wilkes will share, substantially alike, 
in the distribution of their mother’s 
vast estate 10 years from now, when 
their joint trust fund, named in the will, 
expires. The trust fund is to keep it 
intact for a decade so it may grow as 
a ‘whole. 

Mrs. Green, in her‘ will, also bought 
to keep forever hidden from the pub- 
lic the value of her estate and the 
identity of securities she held. This sho 
did in a paragraph stipulating that no 
inventory or appraisal should be re- 
quired of the executors, the son and 
daughter. Under the law of Vermont 
exempting from taxation the legacies to 
the children, nothing but the legacies 
is subject to approval and they would 
not be unless they were paid by the 
executors in securities. If paid in cash 
the whole estate would be a sealed 
book. 

Under the New York law the entire 
estate would be subject to public ap- 
praisal. A dispatch from Bellows Falls 
said that an action at Jaw by a dis- 
gruntled relative or by a ‘‘zealous pub- 
lic official’ is the only way in which 
an inventory or appraisal can be 
sought. :

“On all sides it is reported that the 
glorious traditions of the past were 
most worthily upheld.

“It must never be forgotten that the 
prelude to action is the work of the 
engine room department. The quali- 
ties of discipline and endurance are 
taxed to the utmost under these condi- 
tions. They were, as always, most ful- 
ly maintained throughout the opera- 
tions. Several ships attained speeds 
that had never before been reached, 
thus showing very clearly their high 
state of steaming efficiency. Fail- 
ures in material were conspicuous by 
their absence. 

‘The hardest fighting fell to the bat-

Vice Admiral Jellicoe reports that, as 
anticipated, the Germans appeared to 
have relied much upon torpedo attacks, 
which were favored by low visibility 
and by the fact that the British were 
in the position of a following or chase 
fleet. 

Of the large number of torpedoes ap- 
parently fired, only one took effect, and 
this was upon the Marlborough, which 
was able to continue tn action.. The ef- 
forts of the Germans to keep out of ef- 
fective gun range were aided, he says, 
by weather ideal for that purpose. 

Concluding his account of the battle, 
Vice Admiral Jellicoe wrote: 

“At daylight on the first of June the 
battle fleet being southward of Horn 
Reef, turned worthward in search of the 
enemy vessels, and for the purpose of 
collecting our oWn cruisers and torpedo 
boat destroyers. The British fleet re- 
mained in the proximity of the battle 
field and near the line of approach to 
German ports until 11 a. m., in spite of 
the disadvantage of long distances from 
fleet bases and the danger incurred in 
waters adjacent to the enemy's coasts 
from submarines and torpedo craft. 

“The enemy, however, made no sign, 
and I was reluctantly compelled to the 
conclusion that the high sea fleet had 
returned into port. Subsequent events 
proved this assumption to have been 
correct. Our position must have been 
krown to the enemy as, at 4 a. m. the 
fleet engaged a seaplane for about five 
minutes, during which time she had 
ample opportunity to note, and subse- 
quentiy report the position and course 
i the British fleet.

the assassination of the Archduke of 
Austria at Sarajevo June 28, 1914. 

On July 23 of that year, it will be re- 
called that the Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
ernment presented an ultimatum to the 
Servian Government containing 10 de- 
mands, and giving but 48 hours for com- 
pliance. Nos. 5 and 6 of these demands 
insisted upon the right of Austria to 
collaborate with the Servian Government 
within Servian territory in the suppres- 
sion and punishment of persons whose 
acts were a menace to peace and good 
neighborliness between the two states. 

To have granted these demands would 
have amounted on Servia’s part to a 
renunciation of her sovereignty. Of 
them the Russian Ambassador at Vien- 
na said that “it was quite impossible 
for any independent state, however 
small, to accept.” Sir Edward Grey de- 
Clared likewise that “Demand No. & 
would be hardly consistent with the 
maintenance of Servia’s independent 
sovereignty.” The Russian Foreign 
Minister declared that “no independent 
state could be expected to accept the 
political demands which had been put 
forward.’”’ 

Servia accepted all of the demands 
with the exception of these, with re- 
gard to which she replied) that she 
would accept “such collabbration as 


should conform to the principles of in- 
ternational law.’’ The principles of in- 
ternational law, however, clearly safe- 
guard to independent states the exer- 
cise of exclusive jurisdiction within 
‘heir territories and would especially 
condemn the ‘‘collaboration’’ demanded 
by Austria as violating that principle. 
Turning to the action of the United 
States in Mexico, it will be seen that 
we have not waited to obtain the con- 
sent of Mexico for collaboration in the 
extermination of those bands which 
have violated our border and promoted 
discord between the two states, but, on 
the contrary, have undertaken, over 
Mexico’s protest, the very acts which 
all of the chancelleries of Burope ad- 
mitted Servia could not grant to Aus- 
tria and maintain her position as an 
independent state. 

The United States expedition now in 
Mexico is perhaps a more formidable 
interference in that state’s internal af- 
fairs than was demanded by Austria of 
Servia. Austria wished to intervene in 
the Servian administration with the use 
of her police rather than with her mili- 
tary. She realized that her armed forces 
could not cross upon Servian territory 
except by the right of war and before 
they crossed a declaration had been is- 
sued. 

What was said by European diplo- 
mats as to Servia’s loss in independence 
in the event of her acceptance of Aus- 
tria’s demands Nos. 5 and 6, may be 
said with equal force of Mexico today, 
in view of the continued presence of 
United States troops upon Mexican ter- 
ritory; it is “hardly consistent with the 
maintenance of Mexico’s independent 
sovereignty.’’ 

It is inconceivable that peaceful rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Mexico can co-exist with the presence 
of United States troops upon her soil, 
and if it is the intention of the United 
States to maintain relations of peace, 
every principle of law and every con- 
ception of justice demands the with- 
drawal of those troops.

Funsten Bros. & Co. and F. C. 
Taylor Fur Co. to Combine 
Capital Aug. 1. 


The International Fur Exchange Co., 
with a capitalization of $8,000,000, will 
be incorporated to take over the busi- 
ness of two large St. Louis fur houses, 
Funsten Bros. & Co., Second and Elm 
streets, and the F. C. Taylor Fur Co., 
Main and Walnut streets. This has been 
announced by Philip B. Fouke, presi- 
dent of the Funsten firm, who will be 
the head of the new company. The new 
arrangement, which is in effect a mer- 
ger of the two concerns, will go into 
effect Aug. 1. 


Fouke said the new company would 
take over the business assets and good 
will of both concerns, paying them $,- 
500,000 in its common stock. The two 
houses will continue to operate 
independently, he said, but under the 
management of the present officers of 
the Funsten Co. 

The new company will be incorporated 
by the men now officers of the Funsten 
and Taylor companies. Beside Fouke ag 
president, the officers will be: Vice 
presidents, A. M. Ahern, F. H. Pingree; 
secretary, N. R. Darragh; treasurer, 8. 
J. Pingree; assistant secretary, D. J. 
Halley; auditor, A. Randall. 

Fouke, Ahern and salley are from the 
Funsten firm, and the Pingrees and 
Darregh are from the Taylor concern. 
The Taylor firm is the older, having 
started business in 1871. The Funsten 
company entered business 10 years later. 
For three winters past, the Funsten 
company has conducted the sale of seal] 
skins for the United States Government, 
which was formerly held on the London 
market, and buyers from all parts of 
Europe and America have been in at- 
tendance.

BY AUTO TRUGKS 


Director Talbert Also Favors 
Scheme for City to Build Own 
Reduction Plant. 


The use of automobile trucks, for 
hauling garbage, after it has been col- 
tected in light wagons, is being consid-~ 


ered as a part of the program for a 
new garbage disposal system, to be 
instituted when the present contract 
expires in September, 1918. The dri- 
vers’ strike, which ended Wednesday, 
has called attention to the somewhat 
antiquated method in use here, with 
all the work of collection and hauling 
done by horses and wagons. 

Charles ™M. Talbert, director of 
streets and sewers, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that he had veen 
looking into the use made, in other 
cities, of motor conveyances in hand- 
ling garbage. By the experience of New 
York, Detroit and Columbus, O., he 
said, it is shown that Ight wagons 
are the most economical means of col- 
lection from house to house. One man 
can handle a horse and cart, while two 
are required for an automobile, and 
the many stops and starts cause a 
high maintenance cost. 

Autos for Long Hauls. 

But for the long haul, the auto 
truck has*been found cheaper as well 
as more satisfactory. Chicago tests 
show that, while the cost of loading 
the trucks is a little higher, the cost 
of hauling is less. A two-ton wagon, 
going three miles an hour, has a cost 
per ton-mile of 2% cents, while a truck, 
carrying a five-ton load, runs twice 
as fast, and has a tor. mile cost of 16 
cents.

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LLS AS FOREMEN 


Clerks and Chauffeurs Are 
Classed as Laborers, Rogers 
Says. 


The Efficiency Board has prepared 
blanks to be filled out by all city em- 
ployes to inform the board exactly of 
the duties performed by each employe 
with a view to correcting a situation 
existing in nearly all departments, un- 
der which men are carried on the pay- 
roll under particular titles yet do work 
of a different nature. 

Each employe will be expected to set 
out the history of his service with the 
city, the nature of his work, the amount 
of time he devotes to each of several 
duties if he has more than one, the title 
under which he is carried on the pay- 
roll, the title of the job he actually is 
filling, and his opinion of what his title 
should be. 

The Efficiency Board recently ob- 
tained from heads of departments a 
list of all persons in their departments 
and the title of each. The reports re- 
ceived from the men will be checked 
against these. 

Chairman Rogers of the board said 
today that many departments had 
loaned men to other departments, and 
that men doing legal work were carried 
on the payroll as foremen, men doing 
clerical work as laborers, chauffeurs as 
laborers, and that there was no assur- 
ance from the title a man had as to 
the nature of the work he was doing. 

Chairman Rogers. said he did not 
charge this condition to be the result 
of graft, but that he thought it grew 
out of a desire of department heads to 
get employes for specific duties with- 
out going to the Board of Aldermen, 
or the old Municipal Assembly, which

Romantic Steamboat Worker 
Completely Modern in His De- 
mand for More Pay. 


Announcement of the victorious end 
of the strike of dead animal and gar- 
bage teamsters has resulted in unrest 
among -negro roustabouts and a near- 
crisis in the movement of river freight. 

The news that the city garbage men 
had decided<to return to work soon 
reached the levee, where one “Frog 
Eye” communicated it to one “String 
Bean,” who in turn spread it, and when 
the steamer Belle of Calhoun, which 
plies between St. Louis and landings in 
Calhoun County, IIl., was about to 
leave port Wednesday evening at 6 


o’clock, she blew in vain for a crew. 

As the steamer backed into the stream 
thé negroes who were to have composed 
her crew lolled in the shade of the 
Eads Bridge, insistently demanding 4 
wage of $90 a month and, in the terms 
or organized labor, better working con- 
ditions. 

These demands center attention upon 
a romantic institution—the negro roust* 
about. In time past, to the droning of 
croony, weird melodies, he half worked, 
half chanted his way into the hearts 
of the traveler and tourist, but that 
was before the advent of the railroad, 
and only minstrelsy of the Dockstader- 
Primrose-Field variety survives to 
bring up memories of that better and 
happier day of the roustabout. 

White Men Employed, 

It was necessary to employ crews of 
white men for the steamers Dubuque 
and Peoria when they departed yester- 
day, while the greatest trouble was ex- 
perienced in obtaining a crew of ne- 
rroes for the Cape Girardeau. Capt. H. 
W. Leyhe said he was compelled ‘» 
ship some of these men at the rate of 
$100 a month and board. But Capt. 
Leyhe does not anticipate a new eri 
of industrialism with these fancy de- 
mands, and he doesn’ t term tt A spirit: 
of unrest. 

‘Tt is just too warm for these negroes 
to work,” he said. ‘“When we went s0 
far as to meet their demands, some were 
rather disappointed that we had done 
so This is the potato season, too, and 
potatoes are heavy. Hence their reluo- 
tance to ship.” 

Capt. Leyhe and other river men, in- 
cluding representatices of the Eagle 
Packet Co. and Lee Line, said the river 
trade was gradually getting back to 
something of its old form, with this year 
by far the most prosperous in the past 
decade. This growing business, Capt. 
Leyhe said, has set the negro roust- 
about a-thinking. And what he terms 
characteristic contrariness, the roust- 
about, he said, sought to embarass the 
packet men.. 

None of the river men look upon the 
demands of the roustabouts as a matter 
seriously to affect river shipping con- 
ditions for long, however, and they are 
expected to surrender to the fascination 
of the calling sooner than hold out for 
an uncertain period for economical rea- 
sons, 

Become Garbage Drivers, 


Capt. Leyhe said that many of the 
more industrious former roustabouts 
were driving garbage and other teams, 
as he had been frequently halled by 
negroes who knew him on the river. 
And this led to an interview with a tall, 
slim, very black fellow on the levee 
whom the others addressed as “String 
Bean."" It was he who gave the in- 
formation that “Frog Eye,” a garbage 
teainster, had proclaimed the success- 
ful termination of the garbage strix:> 
and urged a similar movement on the 
part of the roustabouts. 

Consequently demands were made on 
the packet companies by little groups 
of the men for more money. In former 
years crews were readily obtained at 
wage scales of from $2 to $50 a month, 
and within the past year they have bean 
shipped at $75 a month. : It was thought 
this latter figure would be satisfactory 
for some time and the demand for a 
still higher scale is looked upon as un- 
reasonable by packet companies. 

Life of the Roustabout. 

The iife of the roustabout from th: 
close of the Civil War has been clothed 
more or less in sympathetic romandoe. 
Half the entertainment of the old, slow. 
easy-going but altogether pleasant 
travel by water was furnished by him 
in antics on the tevees and on the 
decks. 

The roustabout has no designated 
working hours, but merely ships for 


the trip, and that means that he must 


make every stop of the boat in the 
course of the trip. Between landings 
he sleeps, not fitfully but too deeply. 
for it is necessary for the captain of 
the watch, a more trustworthy roust- 
about, to employ the “wide-awake,” a 
club not unlike a policeman’s night 
stick, to hot-foot the sleepy ones into 
wakefulness at landings. This stick 
has come to be looked upon by roust- 
abouts with as much favor as the sleepy 
hall-room boy views his alarm. clock. 

After putting on and taking off 
freight, the crew “flops” again on the 
deck for the next stop, by which time 
they are fast asleep as before. Waking 
them is the greatest problem encoun- 
tered in making the schedule. Few 
roustabouts know a better existence. 
The roustabout knows no better master 
than the mate with the choicest vocabu- 
lary of expletives, and no better place 
to- live and sleep than a place in the 
sun, or, in winter, than a snug place 
near the bollers. : 

But his demands today for recognition 
as a body in the matter of wages rather 
lifts for the time from the realm of 
romance this quaint personality, much 
sung and altogether tenderly regarded.

MILITARY TRAINING 


IN HIGH SCHOOLS 
LIKELY IN AUTUMN 


Harper Expects Board to Ap- 
prove Recommendation of 
Superintendent. 


UNDER FEDERAL LAW 


Government Will Supply In- 
structor Where 100 Boys 


Volunteer for Work. 


President James P. Harper of the 
Board of Education told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that he believed 
the board would vote to establish a 
course of military training in the ciiy 
high schools, which is to be recommen(#- 
ed by Supt. Blewett. The announcement 
of the Superintendent's decision to rec- 
ommend such action was made in late 
editions of the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

Harper said he had talked with most 
of the members of the board and that, 
80 far as he knew, there was no oppo- 
sition to the plan. The matter has 
been considered by a special committee, 
which heard the arguments of a citizens’ 
committee, Wednesday, in favor of the 
plan. It was decided that the whole 
board should take it up, and Supt. Blew- 
ett said he would present his recom- 
ruendation at a special meeting, the time 
for which will be fixed at next Tues- 
duy’s regular meeting. 

Under Federal Law. 
The plan recommended by the citizens’ 


committee and indorsed by the. Super- | 


intendent of Schools, is that the St. Louis 
schools shall take advantage of the new 
Federal law, which provides that an ‘n- 
structor and the necessary equipment 
shall be furnished by the Government 
to any school where 100 boys of 14 years 
or older will take military training. 

There are about 3500 boys annually in 
the five white high schools here, and 
Supt. Blewett believes that of this num- 
ber 1000 to 1500 will volunteer for this 
instruction, so that an instructor would 
be obtained for each high school, withn- 
out cost to the board. He favors mak- 
ing the course an optional one, supple- 
mental to the regular training in phys- 
ical culture. He believes that, besides 
contributing td national preparedness, 
it will aid ine high-school boys in phys- 
ical development, in ‘“‘nerve responsec’”’ 
and in the spirit of discipline. 

‘TI am very strongly in favor of this 
pian,” said President Harper, “and I! 
wish to get a vote taken on it without 
any unnecessary delay, so that We cun 
begin the new course with the begin- 
ting of the school year in September. 
Now is the time to bexin., 

“Within a few years, I believe, the 
advantage of this training wil! be so 
clearly seen that there vill be a general 
demand for it as part of the regular 
ard required course. put to stert out 
with, and to allay any possidle vop- 
position, it may be just aswell to 
make the course an optional cne. I 
have no doubt that the course will be 
a popular one with the boys. 

“It does not seem to involve «any 
new expense to the board, as the Fei- 
eral Government is to furnish tne :n- 
structor and equipment, the gymnasiums 
and recreation grounds can be used for 
drills, and the boys will presumably 
furnish their own uniforms. I do not 
articipate any objection on the ground 
of expense.’’ 

Wagner Favors Pian. 

Stephen M. Wagner, another member 
of the board, said he was heartily in 
favor of the plan, and had been urging 
its adoption on the others He said he 
knew no member who was not favorable 
te the proposal. 

‘‘l would even be in favor of extendiny 
this training to the grammar schools.” 
Wagner declared. “And I would like 
to see the girls drilling, as well as the 
boys. There is no need of waiting until 
the age of 14 to teach marching and 
military carriage. Children should 
learn those things in the grammar 
schools, and then should learn’ the 
manual of arms in the high schools.”’ 


Dr. Henry L. Wolfner, a member of 
the board, said he was in favor of the 
pian, and -thought it would be adopted 
and put into effect as soon as possible. 
He said he thought it best to make 
tle training optional, as otherwise some 
objector might go to the courts. Under 
the voluntary plan, and with no ex- 
pense to the taxpayers for the new in- 
struction, he said he believed the plan 
would be generally approved. 

The committee which laid the matter 
before the members of the board Wed- 
nesday consisted of Walter H. Saunders.

Association Says, However, That It 
Should Not Be Permitted to Pervert 
Educational Purposes. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—The National 
Educational Association went on record 
here today as assenting to military 
training in schools providing that ‘‘mili- 
tary ends should not be permitted to 
pervert the educational purposes and 
praetices of the schvol.”’ 

This is a change of attitude. Last year 
the convention came out flat-footedly 
against such training. 

The resolution on military training 
“recognizes that the community or 
State may introduce such elements of 
military training into the school as may 
seem wise and prudent, yet it (the asso- 
ciation) believes that such _ training 
should be strictly educational in aim and 
organization and that military ends 
should not be permitted to pervert the 
educational purposes and practices of 
the school. 

A resolution was also reported favor- 
ing woman suffrage. 

Advocates of military 


training re- 


ceived encouragement on the eve of the 
vote from an address delivered last 
night by Major-General Leonard Wood. 
Criticising the assertion that a million 
men would ‘spring to arms between 
sunrise and _ sunset,’’ General Wood 
said: 


‘‘We have been sitting up nights for 
three weeks to see 30,000 men spring, 
and it is a very heavy spring.”’ 

Denying that the army or navy 
wanted war, he declared, “we want 
training commented in the minds of 
children so that they will realize they 
owe everything to their country. We 
do not want to make them braggarts or 
swashbucklers, but we want them ready 
to discharge the military side of their 
obligation.’’

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Washington’s warning that, although the Mex- 
ican situation is easier, yet the crisis is not over 
is emphasized by the renewed activity of Vil- 
listas. The Villa attack on a Carranzista force 
whose leader was killed is a reminder to Gen. 


Carranza that his talk about the withdrawal of 
American troops and his own power to put down 


banditry is a bluff. 
The crisis is not over, nor is the trouble near 


settlement, but the hope of peace is strengthened 
by Carranza’s conciliatory attitude and his offer 
to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion of nego- 
tiation. 

His note merely offers an opening for an 
amicable arrangement. Nothing is settled, nor 
will it be until there is a guarantee of peace and 
order. 

Carranza was deceived by President, Wilson's 
ardent desire to keep peace and avoid armed in- 
terference with a neighbor. He thought it sig- 
nified cowardice and a willingness to keep peace 
at any price. The President’s sharp ultimatum 
with the mobilization of the national guard has 
undeceived him, He finds himself confronted by 
the armed forces of the United States, so he 
changes his piping to a peace tune. He has 
much to accomplish before he can be assured of 


peace. 

The first step is to abandon completely his 
false position and face the facts. He must es- 
tablish his Government as a controlling force 
for law and order. He must put down anarchy, 
suppress outlawry; and punish the outlaws. He 
must protect the American border and American 
life and property in Mexico. 

This is not an easy program. Carranza may 
not be equal to it. The first thing is to show 
the disposition to accomplish it and to co-oper- 
ate with our force to that end. 

We believe the President is right in trying to 
avoid war and that the masses of the American 
people sympathize with his desire and purpose; 
But a sham settlement would be wholly unsat- 
isfactory. The conclusion must be a real peace. 
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BAGDAD’S PALLADIUM. 

The British encountered in the vicinity of Bag- 
dad a series of humiliating reverses, culminating 
in the hoisting of the white flag over a consider- 
able force. An unsurrendered British army which 
at last accounts was still in the immediate vicinity 
of the ancient capital of the Caliphs has so far 
been unable to retrieve the former failure. This 
week a Russian column moving on the city is ad- 
mitted to have been beaten back 80 miles. 

Manifestly Bagdad has a jinx which to all in- 
tents and purposes is doing service as a palla- 
dium -— excellent service, too. Other Turkish 
cities should ascertain its nature and apply it 
to their own protection. 
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GUILT IS STILL PERSONAL. 

Referee R. E. Rombauer has filed with the 
Supreme Court a finding giving renewed hopes of 
recovering the fines levied on those members of 
the Yellow Pine Trust which resorted to change in 
corporate form to evade the punishment they had 
earned. 

He says that a judgment of ouster against a cor- 
poration is equivalent to seizure by the State and 
dissolves the corporation. Stockholders, before 
all valid claims are paid, have no right to dis- 
tribute assets to themselves or to another corpora- 
tion they own. If they make such distribution 
they become liable jointly and severally for un- 
paid claims. Accordingly, in the case of $55,000 
worth of the delinquent fines, the referee rules 
that collection can be made from the evasive 
stockholders if their corporations have failed to 
pay. 

The principle seems sound. I? is only another 
way of saying that guilt is perscnal. It wonld 
be mockery of justice if individuals responsible 
for the criminal policies of corporations could 
dodge penalties by a corporate reorganization. 

TRAINING IN GOVERNMENT. 

A vital principle of democracy is sacrificed in 
the new revenue bill now pending in the House at 
Washington. It is proposed to double the normal 
income tax and to increase the surtaxes, but by 
nobody is it suggested that the levy should be 
made to apply to the great body of the people. 

The fault of the present law is that its exemp- 
tions of $3000 for single and $4000 for married per- 
sons are too large. Béfore its passage, Represen- 
tative Hull, its author, predicted that it would 
reach more than 1,000,000 families. Although fig- 
ures for the fiscal year 1916 are not yet at hand, 
only 357,598 paid in 1914 and 357,515 in 1915. To- 
tal receipts for individual incomes were $28,253,534 
in 1914, $41,046,162 in 1915 and $€7,957,488 in 1916. 

It is comparatively easy to mark up existing 
tax rates, but a wiser way would be to find new 
sources of revenue. In other important coun- 
tries taxation of incomes begins at a few hundred 
dollars, below which it is held that the yield does 
not pay the cost of collection. If we were to be- 
gin at $1000 or possibly $1500, where children are 
to be considered, the aggregate proceeds would be 
very great; the public instruction in responsibil- 
ity would be even more impressive. 

No figures as to the number of persons having 
incomes of $1500 are now available at Washing- 
ton, but it must run into tens of millions. An im- 
portant suggestion on this point is found in the 
fact that national bank depositors are in excess of 
14,000,000. Making allowance for duplications, it 
is obvious that persons enjoying such facilities 
must*MAve incomes of more than $1500. Hundreds 
of thousands, probably millions, of prosperous 
farmers, small merchants and manufacturers and 
well paid clerks, professional men and mechanics, 
would come into the same category. 

Indirect taxation was first devised by royal tax 
farmers as a clever means of taking money from 
pockets of the people without their knowing it. 
Later it was used by selfish interests in contro! 
~jof the taxing power to increase by high prices 
their own privileges and gains at the expense of 
consumers. Tariffs laid not for revenue or reas- 


‘onadle protection, but for extortion and monopoly, | 


are the richest fruits of this rapacious system. | 


because, for one reason, it is economically sound, 
and, for another, it challenges the attention and 
fixes the interest of the citizen in Government 
affairs. 

Just now the United States is almost a unit in 
demanding costly preparations for national de- 
fense. The money must be raised by taxation. In 
time of war every ablebodied man between the ages 
of 18 and 45 is subject to service, In time of peace, 
as well as ot war, every family receiving a sub- 
stantial income should have an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the Government in a financial 
way, even though it may find expression in small 
sums only. 

The income tax should be made to apply to the 
largest possible number and the grotesque error 
of “collecting at the source’ should be abandoned 
at once. , 
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HANK WEEKE’S PULL. 

On Aug. 26, 1915, Hank Weeke was promoted 
from a $100.00 job in the Street Department to a 
$150.00 job as Superintendent of Excavations. He 
was promoted at the request of the Mayor. He 
has never taken an efficiency examination, as the 
law provides. 

Chairman Rogers of the Efficiency Board has 
tried to apply this efficiency test to Weeke,- but 
has been unable to do it. 

Is it because Chairman Rogers faithfully tries 
to enforce the efficiency law in the case of Weeke 
and other political appointees that Mayor Kiel in- 
sists upon the retirement of Rogers? 

Is the political pull stronger in the city hall 
than the charter? 
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WHAT THE FLY DOES. 

To prevent the beginning of an outbreak of in- 
fantile paralysis here, with so many cases in 
New York, St. Louis should clean up and keep 
clean. Especially, steps should be taken to dimin- 
ish the number of flies, which spread this and 
other diseases. 

We have had crusades against the full-fledged 
fly, after he came from his crysalis in his myri- 
ads. He has been swatted, poisoned and trapped. 

But the most essential thing is to prevent the 
birth of flies by looking after the places where 
they breed. Clean stables, disinfected outhouses 
and prompt collection of garbage are absolutely 
necessary if the swarms of flies are to be abol- 
ished. And in this fight the State Board of Health 
should compel proper sanitation in the small towns 
and villages, particularly along railway lines, 
where daily passenger trains bring flies from these 
towns and villages into St. Louls. There are many 
such places without plumbing and with practically 
no sanitary arrangements. 

Until we prevent the breeding of flies, we may 
expect to be troubled with a sufficient number of 
them to offset much of our work against the 
spread of disease. 
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WARDEN OSBORNE’S VINDICATION. 

The reappointment of T. M. Osborne as Warden 
of Bing Sing Prison ends a most remarkable in- 
cident in politics, criminal procedure and reform 
movements. 

When Mr. Osborne resigned as Warden some 
months ago he was under indictment for a num- 
ber of grave offenses. His enemies predicted not 
only that his ideas on penology would be hope- 
lessly discredited, but that Mr, Osborne would be 
disgraced and compelled to occupy a cell along 
with his convict proteges. 

The charges were shown to be the result of 
perjury and a conspiracy engineered by -the old 
prison ring, furious and unreconciled because of 
the reform of the prison. Mr. Osborne's tri- 
umphant vindication in court is now made com- 
plete by his restoration to the wardenship. The 
demand for his reinstatement shows .the tremen- 
dous impression his methods have made on the 
New York public. He resumes with increased, 
not diminished, prestige, his former duties at the 
‘most famous prison in America and doubtless also 
with increased sophistication respecting the pos- 
sibilities of political intrigues, which he apparently 
found a greater problem than the reclamation of 
men with criminal records. 

It may easily be believed that his vindication 
will mark an era in prison management in the 
United States. Missouri especially is in need of 
the influence of his intelligent and humane ideas. 
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OUR DEBT TO MAGNA CHARTA. 

The Hon. Richard Bartholdt disparages the 
Magna Charta as the beginning of political lib- 
erty. In his Fourth of July speech he pooh- 
poohed Magna Charta and the idea that we Amer- 
icans are indebted to it, largely or primarily. 

Every half-way intelligent schoolboy who heard 
the Hon. Bartholdt must have wondered at the lat- 
ter’s ignorance of American institutions and the 
history underlying them. America inherited out- 
right every Anglo-Saxon liberty. Anglo-Saxon 
liberties, embodied in the common law, protect 
Richard Barthold’s life and limb and property 
and franchise and personal enjoyments today. Ex- 
cept as abrogated by the statutes we have no law 
in thisgcountry except the common law—the old 
English common law. Our statutes in Missouri 
embody English common law, imported' outright, 
adopted outright, and little changed by local cus- 
toms or conditions of living. (See Blackstone, 
Kent, and Missouri Revised Statutes.) 

Before Magna Charta there was no political lib- 
erty worthy the name. Civilization had to hark 
back to Greece for anything approximating It. 

Magna Charta pierced the shield of feudalism, 
let the first ray of the light of liberty into the 
dark ages for the Anglo-Saxon people.
